Many players would open a 


heart in spite of their part- 
ner's spade overcall and once 
in a while would be rewarded 
by striking oil in the form of 
the right three hearts in part- 
ner's hand. This West was one 
of those old-fashioned players 
who believes in opening his 
partner's suits so he led the 
eight of spades. 


This gave East the chance 


to set the hand by a play of 
third hand low and he pro- 
ceeded to make the play. Of 
course, he didn't play his low- 
est spade. Instead he played 
the nine spot. He wasn't go- 
ing to win the trick with the 
nine but he was able to con- 
vey the message that he want- 
ed a further spade play if 
his partner ever gained the 
lead. 


The opportunity for this 


type of play arises frequently. 
This specific example is a very 
obvious one. East doesn't see 
much chance to beat three no- 
trump in any case. Jie does 
not know that his partner 
holds the queen of diamonds 
and king of clubs. East can't 
see much chance but he can 
see no chance at all if he goes 
up with a high spade right 
away. 


It always pays to give the 


cards a chance. By duck- 
ing, East did just that and was 
rewarded by picking up a 100- 
point penalty instead of pay- 
ing oil to a successful three 
no-trump contract.

Indonesia

Press, first went to Indonesia in 
early 1946 and headed The AP's 
Jakarta olfice in l!)4fi-47 during 
the Indonesian fight for inde- 
pendence. Tuesday he was one 
of the first American newsmen 
admitted to the country since 
President Sukarno expelled U. S 
news represental' ss Jan. 19,

JAKARTA ( A P i - The wind 


of fundamental change appar- 
ently is sweeping across Indone- 
sia. 


President 
Sukarno 
officially 


remains chief of stale, but army 
Lt. Gen. Suharto and his mili- 
tary allies hold the real power. 


The best-informed sources in 


this hot and humid capital be- 
lieve the new leaders are far 
more than a 
military junta. 


They expect Suharto and his 
colleagues to install a primarily 
civilian government with power- 
ful military backing behind the 
scenes. 


Internationally, 
Indonesia's 


new regime is expected to be 
neutralist in deed as well as 
word. Sukarno gave lip service 
to neutralism but moved steadi- 
ly toward the Chinese Commu- 
nist camp. The new Indonesia is 
expected to follow the type of 
international role played by the 
late Prime Minister Nehru of 
India. 


Men long on the scene here 


predict that in the years imme- 
diately ahead, Indonesia's new 
leaders will dedicate themselves 
to restoring the nation's shat- 
tered economy. 


Food is the immediate prob- 


lem. Rice is the staple for In- 
donesia's more than 105 million 
people. Today it costs 30 times 
what it did 14 months ago. 


The rains came late this year, 


so the rice harvest will not take 
place until May, a month late. 
In the chaos of the last year, 
transport was disrupted, so that 
rice shortages have been aggra- 
vated in the cities and in such 
densely populated rural areas 
as Central and East Java. 


So far Indonesia's new leaders 


have not asked for outside as- 
sistance to meet the growing 
food shortage. When they do, 
they are likely to turn to Japan 
or some other similar nation, 
rather than to the United States 
or the Soviet Union. 


This would avoid any internal 


criticism that the new regime is 
turning either toward the Amer- 
icans or the Soviets. 


When the food crisis has been 


surmounted, Indonesia's leaders 
must face the herculean task of 
rebuilding the whole economy. 
While the economies of other 
nations have been growing, the 
per 
capita 
gross 
national 


product in Indonesia has de- 
clined between one and two per 
cent each year for a decade. 


Meanwhile, Indonesia's 
pop- ' 


ulation has been growing an 
estimated 2.5 per cent a year. 


The 3,000 luxuriant islands 


which make up the Indonesian 
Archipelago basically are un- 
derpopulated. But Java, with 
seven per cent of Indonesia's 
land area, has 70 per cent of the 
population. Tied to their fabled 
island by history and tradition 
only a few thousand Javanese 
emigrate to the sparsely pop- 
ulated outer islands. In Central 
Java, one of the most densely 
inhabited areas on earth, pop- 
ulation growth is a staggering 
2.7 per cent a year. 


Unlike India, where a govern- 


ment birth control program is 
slowly beginning to show some 
results, nothing has been done 
m Indonesia to reduce popula- 
tion growth. 
v 


Indonesia's new leaders rec- 


ognize that their overwhelming 
problem is to build an economy 
which can feed the exploding 
population and give each Indo- 
nesian more of the material 
benefits so long denied him 


Ever since the Japanese army 


of occupation installed him as 
Indonesia's leader during World 
War II Sukarno has been the 
man who symbolized independ- 
ence in the minds of Indonesia's 
masses.

Exile Seeks 
to Unmask 
Castro Spies

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — The sil- 


ver voice of a comely exile in- 
vades Cuba five nights weekly 
seeking to unmask Fidel Cas- 
tro's vast internal spy network. 
She feels certain she plays a 
vital role in what she described 
a s mushrooming 
discontent 


within Castro's armed forces. 


The broadcasts 
by brown- 


haired Pepita Riera, purport to 
tell people insid eCuba who is 
spying on them. 


"I am on Fidel's most wanted 


and most hated list," se'.d Miss 
Riera, secure in her secret den 
in this exile haven. "I don't like 
him either." 


In her hideaway, Miss Riera 


tapes broadcasts such as; 


"Attention 
Cuba, 
attention 


Cuba, beware of Juan Doe, he is 
a chiyato (informer),." She then 
identifies 
the 
neighborhood 


where he operates. 


In her 15-minute broadcasts, 


which refugees arriving by air- 
lift say have become one of the 
most popular radio programs in 
Cuba, Miss Riera also warns 
members of the armed forces of 
Informers in their ranks. She 
urges soldiers to rebel. 


"There is very much anti- 


Communist infiltration within 
Fidel's armed forces," the exile 
said, citing recent arrests of 
offciers. "But they are afraid 
because they don't know wheth- 
er the person next to them is an 
informer. I try to make things 
easier for them." 


She says she gets her in- 


formation 
from 
counterspies 


who make secret trips to Cuba. 


Currently, Miss Riera said, 


she is concentrating on unmask- 
ing informers within the interior 
ministry. Castro's G2 (secret 
police) operates from that de- 
partment. 


Miss Rirea, who is in her ear- 


ly 40s, was in a convent of the 
Roman Catholic Order of the 
Sacred Heart six and one-half 
years. 


She joined Castro's forces in 


the Sierra Maestra during the 
revolution that overthrew Ful- 
geneio Batista in 1959. 


"They taught me to use a gun, 


but I never did," she said. "I 
did radio broadcasting and was 
a teacher for soldiers."
